Salt Lake Nov 12Ncor In tha-
hlstor of tho state has the seismic-
activit in h stalq been so frequent
and Intenseaslilias bean in the lant
three weeks About five wceku ago
Salt Lake felt two shocks that wore
the most violent that have been
known In this locality and since then
numerous disturbances have been ex-
